tell downe , and neuer ſince 
durſt ſtand in publike place: 
Solet all thine enemies periſh 
O Lorde, but they that loue 
thee ſhall bee as the Sunne 
when he riſeth in his might. 
And the lande hath hadreſt 
from publike rebellion euer 
ſince, when neither diſputa- 
tion, 
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tion,writing of bookes, thit- 
diing curſes,and Bulles from 
Rome,nor {worde and ſpeare 
at home could preuaile, by 
crattic ſubriltſe they ſought 
to £a1ne.And firſt,as the Pha- 
riftes ſought to ſer diſſent 

betweene lohns diſciples and 
Chriſte about faſting : So 
ſought theſe men to ſowe the 
{cede of diſcord among bre- 
thren . And herein alas they 
haue tos farre preuailed, by 
ſetting Ephraim againſt Ma- 
naſſes, and Manaſles againſt

faucht his Church co chalenge 
vnto themſelues power and a: 
bility to fulfill the lawe of God, 
and alſo by the wozks of ſuper: 
erogation, to deſcrue moze. as 
Gods hands.,then his holp law 
doth binde them vnto, 'fo'that 
thep map ſell rheir ſuperflaous 
merices 
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mrerites to merite heauen fo} 0s 
thermen, 

Chzift doth note his Church 
with this marke, that among 
them the wozd of God is truely 
pzeached, and his holp Sacra- 
ments are duely adminiſtred, 
accozding to the p2eſcript rules 
ofthe wozd of God, wzitten by 
the inftruction of the holy ſpirit 
of God,

alſo certapne marks to note his 
Church by, which is the obſer- 
uation of- the decrees of the 
Church of Rome, and the ob- 
leruation of many mo Sacra- 

b ments 
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| the merites of Chyilt his paſ-

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ments than God hath appomn: 
ted to his Church bp his holy 
wzitten wozd , in the which 
Church of Rome alſo the Sa- 
craments of Chyift are pzopha- 
ned, bp baptizing of Bells, any 
by many other exo:ciſmes, any 
by gelding of the Lozvs Sup- 
per , in cutting off the halfe 
Communton from the people.

that ſo many of all nations, and 
ſa many: in all places as das 
faithfullp bel&ue to be ſaued by: 
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lion onelp, theſe are the faith- 
full childzen of Abzaham, 'any 
thetrue members of Chyift his 
Church, 

The Antichzift of Romehath 
tyed his Church co the Sea and 
leate of the Biſhop of Rome, 
and fo the company of Cardi- 
nals and ſhauelings that line in 
and vnder the chaire and ſeate 
of the ſup2emacp ofthe'Church 
of Rome, wherein, the wozd of 
God is ouerruled and ftrayney 
fo the interp2etation and wilfull 
decrees that exalt'the pompe of 
the fapd Church of Rome,'. - 

The inmaculate _ uf 
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God Chzift Jeſus taught his 
Churche to reuerence the holp 
and vudefiled law of God wait- 
ten in tables of ſtone by the 
finger of God , and delivered 
vnto Moſes ; And the ſame im- 


| maculate Lamb of God didſa 


expound the perfection of that 
lawe conſiſting in loue firſt to- 
wardes God, and ſecondly ta- 
wards our neighbour, that he 
did make that perfect lawe of 
God co be as it were a pure 
glaſſe to his Church, wherem 
they might (ſe their owne im- 
perfectious and b2eaches ofthat

rit of God befoze the ſame light
